REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art does 
not teach the triple mutant TRK1 , TRK2, and TOK1 S. cerevisiae strain with a mutated 
Kv1 .5 human potassium channel. It had been shown in the art that human potassium 
ion channels HERG1 and Kv1 .5 were unable to complement the trk1-trk2- strain, 
therefore it is unpredictable how a mutant Kv1 .5 would affect the TRK1 , TRK2, and 
TOK1 triple mutant.
